Latest War News 

President Wilson addressed a joint 
session of Conuress. asking for au- 
thority to >iipply merchant -.hips with 
defensivi' arms aii<* to em|)loy any 
other instrumentalities oi methods 
"that may be nei cs.-ary and adequate 
to protect our ships ami our people in 
their legitimate and peaceful pursuits 
on the seas." A sufficient sum waa 
asked from Congreaa to carry out the 
President's plans. The President an- 
nounced that he was not "now pro- 
posing: or contemplating war or any 
steps that need lead to it," but merely 
was requesting: the authority "to safe- 
i;uaril in practi( e the l iijht of a great 
people who are at |iea( <• and who are 
desirious of eNercisiiiK none but the 
rights of peace to f<dlow the pursuits 
of peace in quietness and jjood will." 
He added that war could only come 
"by the willful acts and aggressions 
of othei-s."

This bill will be con- 
sidered today by the House Foraign 
Affairs Committee aa llhawlsa wUl a 
similar bill by the Senate Foraign 
Affairs Committee.
